To  the  School  Board  of  Antrim,  N.  H.,  is  respectfully 
submitted  this  report  of  the  schools  for  the  year  1929- 
1930,  as  my  twelfth  annual  report. 

There  were  twelve  members  of  the  teaching  force 
this  year,  and  the  following  gives  certain  data  concerning 
them.

Teaching  experience  is  given  in  years.  P  stands  for 
permit,  which  is  only  temporary  approval.  L  stands  for 
license,  and  C  stands  for  certificate,  the  highest  form  of 
State  Board  approval.  Miss  Hatch  and  Miss  Messer  teach 
in  our  school  only  part  time  hence  the  salaries  stated 
above. 

In  one  of  his  reports  Deputy  Commissioner  May  says, 
'*0f  398  teachers  eligible  for  secondary  school  examina- 
tions, 26  per  cent  passed  all  the  examinations."  That 
seems  to  be  a  small  percent,  so  that  we  are  very  much 
pleased  to  note  that  "The  record  of  the  following  schools 
is  commendable,  ANTRIM,  Bartlett,  Charlestown,  Farm- 
ington,  HILLSBORO,  Madison,  Milford,  Sanborn  and 
Weare."  That  means  that  out  of  398  teachers  taking  those 
examinations,  only  those  nine  schools  made  a  commend- 
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able  record,  and  of  those  nine,  two;  all  we  have,  were  in 
this  Union.  We  are  glad  to  have  the  services  of  these  well 
qualified  teachers. 

The  cost  of  public  education  per  $1000  of  the  equal- 
ized valuation  of  the  school  districts  varies  from  $3.23  to 
$22.15,  and  was  $10.87  for  Antrim.  Considering  the  cost 
of  elementary  education  alone,  the  cost  varies  from  $2.13 
to  $17.72,  the  cost  in  Antrim  being  $6.38  per  $1000  of 
equalized  valuation.  The  high  school  cost  varies  from 
two  cents  to  $8.56,  and  was  $3.67  for  Antrim.  So  that  the 
cost  of  education  in  our  schools  in  proportion  to  our 
ability  to  pay  is  less  than  the  average  for  the  state.  Of 
course,  the  cost  per  pupil  is  greater  in  the  small  schools 
than  in  the  large  ones.  The  high  school  per  pupil  cost 
in  the  state  varies  form  $61.58  to  $194.59,  and  was  $133.49 
in  Antrim. 

In  the  statistical  report  of  the  High  School  Agent, 
Antrim  High  School  appears  for  the  fourth  consecutive 
time  on  the  list  of  those  schools  having  an  excellent  rec- 
ord for  tardiness,  those  schools  appearing  on  the  list  that 
have  had  .5  cases  of  tardiness  per  year  or  less.  We  came 
near  losing  out  this  year,  as  we  had  just  .5  cases  per  pupil 
per  year. 

Perhaps  the  best  way  to  judge  of  the  thoroughness 
of  the  preparation  of  our  children  in  high  school,  is  by 
the  work  they  do  in  post-secondary  schools,  hence  the 
value  of  the  following  statement.  Of  the  33  schools  in 
our  class,  according  to  size,  our  school  stands  sixth  on 
the  list,  only  five  schools  in  our  class  sending  better  pre- 
pared pupils  the  previous  year,  and  we  have  stood  well 
in  this  respect  for  several  years.  In  all  the  96  high  schools 
of  the  state  only  15  had  pupils  who  did  better  work  in 
post-secondary  schools. 

In  another  list  we  do  not  find  the  name  of  the  Antrim 
High  School,  that  is  the  table  of  schools  having  had  180 
or  more  days  of  school  for  the  year.  We  missed  out  by 
one-half  day,  having  had  179 i/o  days.  Perhaps  we  may 
have  the  honor  of  being  on  that  list  next  year.

The  school  board  made  41  visits  to  the  schools,  par- 
ents and  friends  made  211  visits,  and  the  Superintendent 
made  236  visits  of  supervision  and  inspection.  Other 
visitors  were  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Education  and 
the  High  School  Agent,  a  representative  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education.  Of  the  211  visits  made  by  parents  and 
friends  only  six  were  made  by  men,  and  two  of  them  were 
specially  invited  speakers. 

An  inspection  of  these  visits  to  the  village  school, 
showing  the  distribution  according  to  grades  is  interest- 
ing.

The  East  Antrim  School  and  the  5th  and  6th  grade 
room  made  a  fine  showing  in  attendance,  and  all  but  the 
last  two  schools  on  the  list  made  an  excellent  showing 
in  the  tardiness  column.  There  was  only  one  case  of 
tardiness  in  the  East  Antrim  School  for  the  whole  year, 
which  is  an  exceptional  record.  The  large  number  of 
absences  at  the  Branch  pulled  down  our  average  attend- 
ance, but  even  the  poor  record  of  the  Center  School  did 
not  prevent  our  tardiness  record  for  the  whole  town  from 
being  good. 

The  Molly  Aiken  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution  gave  their  annual  United  States 
History  prizes  to  the  7th  and  8tli  grades  this  year  under 
a  slightly  different  plan.  It  was  felt  by  the  Superintend- 
ent and  by  the  Chapter  Committee,  that  the  plan  on 
which  we  had  been  working  of  the  Superintendent  giving 
just  one  test  covering  the  work  of  the  whole  year,  was 
giving  to  one  test  too  much  weight,  so  this  year  the 
Superintendent  gave  a  history  test  to  all  members  of  those 
grades  every  six  weeks,  and  the  average  of  those  six  tests 
was  taken  instead  of  the  mark  of  one  test,  and  this  grade 
was  averaged  with  the  teacher's  grade  for  the  final  mark. 
Those  winning  the  prizes  were  Marta  Dziengowski  and 
Arthur  Prescott  in  the  eighth  grade,  and  Elizabeth  Felker 
and  Barbara  Butterfield  in  the  seventh  grade.  The  Good 
Citizenship  medal  given  by  the  New  Hampshire  Chapter 
of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  was  awarded  to 
Calvin  Patterson. 

Considerable  work  was  done,  during  the  summer 
vacation,  on  the  school  buildings.  New  toilets  were  in- 
stalled in  the  Village  School,  and  several  slate  black 
boards  were  placed  in  the  rooms.  Considerable  work  was 
also  done  on  the  rural  schools.    Swings  and  teeter  boards 
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might  well  be  added  to  the  school  yard  equipment  in  each 
school. 

Dr.  G.  D.  Tibbetts  had  charge  of  the  Medical  Exam- 
ination. Reports  of  these  examinations  are  sent  home, 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  advice  contained  therein  will 
be  heeded.  There  were  a  few  cases  of  measles  during 
the  year,  but  the  general  physical  condition  of  the  chil- 
dren was  good. 

Two  teams  from  the  High  School  were  represented 
at  Keene  Normal  School  annual  scholarship  contest,  and 
our  chemistry  team  comprised  of  Robert  Caughey,  Ben- 
jamin Butterfield  and  Richard  Johnson  took  second  place 
in  the  whole  state.

Report  of  Sidewalk  Committee 


At  the  last  Town  Meeting  it  was  voted  that  the  Selectmen  appoint 
a  committee  of  five  to  investigate  the  matter  of  laying  out  and  building 
sidewalks  and  report  at  next  March  Meeting  with  recommendations. 

The  Selectmen  appointed  H.  B.  Pratt,  William  Hurlin,  J.  M.  Cut- 
ter. Fred  Raleigh  and  Junius  T.  Hanchett  to  this  committee. 

Your  Committee  has  investigated  this  matter  and  makes  the  follow- 
ing recommendations: 

1 — That  the  Town  adopt  a  five  year  program  of  Sidewalk  Construc- 
tion, building  not  over  2000  linear  feet  of  walk  in  any  year,  providing 
that  the  average  cost  of  such  walks  on  any  street  does  not  exceed  one 
dollar  per  linear  foot  of  walk  of  four  foot  width,  the  cost  of  such  walks 
being  borne  equally  by  the  Town  and  the  abutters. 

2 — That  after  a  sidewalk  has  been  completed  on  any  street  the 
abutters  shall  be  assessed  one-half  the  cost,  the  abutters  on  the  side  of 
the  street  on  which  the  sidewalk  is  layed  paying  30'^{  of  the  cost  in 
proportion  to  their  frontage  and  the  abutters  on  the  opposite  side  paying 
20%  of  the  cost  in  proportion  to  their  frontage. 

3 — That  if  an  abutter  so  elect  he  may  pay  his  assesment  in  four 
yearly  installments  with  interest. 

4 — That  the  Selectmen  have  plans  and  specifications  so  prepared 
that  they  can  call  for  bids  and  thereby  determine  the  cost  of  any  year's 
program  in  advance  of  awarding  contracts. 

5- — That  new  sidewalk  construction  shall  be  of  cement  concrete. 
6 — That  new  sidewalks  shall  be  carefully  laid  out   to    uniform  lines 
and  grades  and  that  such  lines  and  grades  shall    be    so    established  as  to 
conform  to  present  lines  and  grades  of  streets  or    any  probable  change  in 
such  lines  and  grades. 

7 — That  where  practical  Ihe  width  of  sidewalk  shall  be  not  less 
than  4  feet. 

8 — That  the  present  surface  of  ground  within  the  limits  of  sidewalk 
layout  be  brought  to  an  even  grade  8  in.  below  the  established  finished 
grade  of  sidewalk. 

9 — That  proper  underdrains  shall  be  placed  under  sidewalks  where 
it  is  necessary  to  pass  water  across  line  of  walk. 

10 — That  a  base  of  sand  or  of  steam  cinders  4  in.  thick  be  placed 
under  concrete  slab  and  rolled  before  placing  concrete. 

11 — That  the  concrete  slab  shall  be  4  in.  thick  and  of  equal  quality 
to  that  specified  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  slabs  of  highway 
bridges. 

12 — That  the  slab  be  ruled  off  into  about  4  ft.  squares  and  brought 
to  a  true  but  slightly  roughened  surface  with  a  wood  trowel. 

13 — That  the  aurface  of  ground  on  either  side  of  sidewalk  within 
the  street  limits  be  neatly  graded. 

14 — That  the  sidewalk  shall  be  made  6  in.  thick  where  driveways 
cross  line  of  walk. 

15 — In  conclusion  the  committee  states  that  while  the  building  of 
new  sidewalks  on  the  streets  in  the  following  list  in  the  order  named 
would  be  in  our  judgment,  of  the  greatest  service  to  the  community, 
there  may  arise  construction  difficulties  which  would  increase  the  cost 
above  the  recommended  limit  of  $1.00  per  linear  foot  and  should  such 
cases  arise  we  believe  that  the  construction  of  sidewalks  on  these  streets 
should  be  deferred  until  the  other  recommended  sidewalks  are  built,  at 
which  time  further  action  could  be  taken.

In  addition,  $11,800  has  been  advanced  by  the  State, 
under  tlie  provisions  of  Chapt-er  50  of  the  Laws  of  1929, 
section  6  of  whicli  follows:  Repayment  of  Advances.  Any 
city  or  town  receiving  such  advance  shall  bind  itself  to 
repay  the  amount  so  advanced  to  the  state  treasurer,  with 
interest  at  the  rate  paid  by  the  state  upon  the  bonds  here- 
inbefore authorized,  in  an  annual  amount  equal  to  two  and 
one-half  mills  on  each  dollar  of  assessed  valuation  of  such 
city  or  town  as  of  the  first  day  of  April  preceding  such 
advance,  until  the  amount  so  advanced  to  such  city  or 
town  shall  have  been  repaid,  with  interest,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  if  any  city  or  town  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
make  such  payment  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  add  the  amount  in  arrears,  with  interest,  to  the 
state  tax  of  such  city  or  town  for  the  next  succeeding 
year;  provided,  further,  that  if  any  city  or  town  shall 
have  outstanding  at  the  time  of  acceptance  of  such  ad- 
vance from  the  state  highway  commissioner  any  highway 
bonds  the  retirement  of  such  outstanding  bonds  shall  be 
computed  at  an  annual  rate  equal  to  two  and  one-half 
mills  on  each  dollar  of  assessed  valuation  of  such  city  or 
town  as  of  the  first  day  of  April  preceding  such  advance, 
and  the  requirement  of  such  city  or  town  to  return  to  the 
state  treasurer  the  annual  share  of  the  funds  so  advanced 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  extended  to  take  effect 
after  the  computed  retirement  of  such  city  or  town  bonds ; 
and  provided  further,  that  the  funds  so  advanced  by  the 
state  highway  commissioner  shall  not  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration in  determining  the  debt  limit  of  such  city 
or  town,  as  provided  under  Chapter  59  of  the  Public  Laws, 
known  as  the  "Municipal  Bonds  Act." 

The  assessed  valuation  April  1,  1930,  was  $1,176,786. 
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The  following  vote  was  taken  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  March  1929:  Voted  that  we  appropriate  such  a  part'of 
$30,000  as  may  be  needed  for  Trunk  Line  Construction 
on  the  Cheshire  Road  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  $19,000,  giving  19  Town  Notes  for  $1,000  each,  the 
first  of  these  to  be  paid  in  two  years,  the  second  in  three 
years  and  so  on  until  they  are  all  paid,  paying  one  each 
year.  That  any  excess  over  $19,000  that  may  be  needed, 
be  borrowed  from  the  State  according  to  the  provisions 
of  House  Bill  No.  310. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  amount  that  the  town 
has  had  to  expend  for  this  piece  of  road  is  $800  more  than 
the  original  estimate.  The  interest  rate  is  4i/o  per  cent, 
making  a  total  interest  payment  over  the  19-year  period 
of  $9,881.12,  plus  the  $30,800  equals  $40,681.12,  the  amouiit 
that  the  road  will  have  cost  the  town,  wiien  paid  for.

30 — To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  raise  for 
statutory  requirements  and  to  carry  the  above  Ar- 
ticles and  the  Appropraitions  of  the  School  Meeting 
into  effect. 

31 — To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.
